Fight to stop 
care home 
closure is lost 

AN eleventh-hour bid to prevent 
the closure of a care home has 
been crushed. 

A 4,000-signature petition 
opposing the move was compiled 
by Haverhill Town Council to 
save Place Court, in Camps Road, 
but Suffolk County Council 
announced last month its plan 
for the home to close and be 
replaced as part of a £60 million 
investment in its residential care. 

However, the decision made by 
the council’s cabinet was “called 
in” by six opposition councillors 
and work was put on hold, until 
their evidence was heard by the 
council yesterday. 

Having heard their case, 
members of the committee 
endorsed the original decision to 
transfer the council’s care homes 
to Care UK. 

Under the plan the county’s 
existing 16 residential homes and 
eight community wellbeing 
centres would be replaced by 10 
new purpose-built homes and 
wellbeing centres, to be run by 
the private company. 

Place Court will be replaced by 
a new purpose-built residential 
home and wellbeing centre on 
the site of the former Chalkstone 
Middle School in Millfields Way, 
Haverhill. 

Construction of the new home 
is set to begin in fune 2013, with 
the new home opening in fune 
2014, and Place Court closing in 
July 2014. 


Funeral plans at pub 
site are withdrawn

PLANS to turn a former 
pub into a funeral 
home have been 
withdrawn. 

Homeowners were 
shocked to learn earlier this 
year that proposals had 
been submitted to St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council to change the use of 
the former Vixen pub, in 
Strasbourg Square, 

Haverhill, into a funeral 
home. 

This week, the Weekly 
News learned that the 
application has been 
withdrawn by applicant Mr 
R. Gwinnell, who also runs 
Martin and Sons Funeral 
Directors and Monumental 
Masons in Clare. 

Haverhill East councillor 
Gordon Cox said dozens of 
residents had approached 
him with “serious concerns” 
about the plans in the 
middle of the Chalkstone 
Estate. 

He said: “I put in a 
number of objections myself 
and on behalf of residents. 

“We already have two 
undertakers who do a very 
good job and residents had 
serious concerns about it 
being near to play areas, 
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children and near to a 
potential care home that 
was due to be built.” 

The Vixen was closed for 
about a year and boarded up 
before Greene King sold it 
earlier this year. 

Work had already started 
on the internal part of the 
building when the 
application was submitted, 
Cllr Cox said. 

The Anglican parish 
church also objected with 
the Rector of Haverhill, 
Canon Ian Finn, calling it an 
“inappropriate change of 
use”. 

He said the 24/7 nature of 
the business would mean 
disturbance caused to 
residents, there would be an 
increase in traffic and 
congestion if wakes were 
held on site, and it could 
have a possible negative 
effect on existing local 
businesses. 

No one was available for 
comment at Martin and 
Sons at the time of going to 
press.

Sir, To help solve the parking 
problems in Haverhill High Street, 
which has been going on for a 
number of years now, I would 
suggest that perhaps the answer is 
pay and display at a rate of £4.10 for 
each hour between the hours of 8am 
and 6pm. Ticket machines could be 
installed in the High Street.

Murder 
trial jury 
sent out 

JURORS in the trial of a 
homeless drifter accused of the 
murders of a vicar and a retired 
teacher have been sent out to 
start their deliberations. 

Stephen Farrow, 48, admits 
the manslaughter of the Rev 
John Suddards but denies 
murdering the clergyman 
between February 12 and 15 this 
year on the grounds of dim¬ 
inished responsibility. 

His also denies the murder of 
Betty Yates between January 1 
and 5 this year. 

Both victims were found 
stabbed in their homes. 

Farrow, of no fixed address, 
admits the separate charge of 
burgling Vine Cottage in 
Thornbury, South Gloucester¬ 
shire, between December 21 last 
year and January 3 this year. 

The three charges span a 
period of eight weeks, from 
December 21 to February 15, 
with “distinct” links between 
them, the jury were told. 

Mr Suddards, a former rector 
of Great Yeldham, was found 
with stab wounds to the neck 
and chest. 

The body of widower Mrs 
Yates, who lived at her home, 
Riverscroft, on the banks of the 
River Severn, was discovered on 
January 4, having been killed 
two days earlier. 

She was found lying in her 
hallway with her head resting 
on a cushion. She had been 
stabbed four times in the head 
and neck, the court heard.

Interactive online games and 
animations have been put up 
on the organisation’s website to 
help people prepare their 
homes to reduce the damage of 
flooding. 

Mr Hancock said: “With 
winter well and truly on the 
way, it is important that 
everyone, including children, 
understands how to minimise 
the risks posed by flooding. 

“The Environment Agency is

doing important work through 
its 'flood-aware’ month, 
encouraging people to prepare 
for the unexpected and I 
encourage everyone to take a 
look at the website.” 

Emma James, environmental 
strategy officer at Suffolk 
County Council, said this is a 
national campaign by the 
Environment Agency that is 
concentrating primarily 
on areas previously hit by 
flooding. 

She said: “The campaign 
hopes to educate the public on 
how to find out if homes or 
businesses are in a flood risk 
area, how to minimise potential 
damage to properties and what 
the Environment Agency is 
doing to reduce the threat of 
inland and coastal flooding.” 

Tony Harris, an Environment 
Agency flood forecasting team 
leader, added: “While it is 
important to prepare your 
property, it is also important to 
look after yourself, your 
relatives and your pets if there 
is a flood.

Q l’ve recently lost 
my job and am 
struggling to pay the 
bills. I live with my elderly 
mother so don’t want to cut 
back on heating because it 
could be bad for her 
health. Is there any help? 
here are lots of 
things you can do 
to cut your heating 
bill including checking 
you are getting all of the 
help you and your 
mother are entitled to. 

Under the Warm Home 
Discount scheme, 
energy suppliers offer 
extra help for people on 
low incomes. If you are 
eligible you could get a 


£130 rebate on your 
electricity bill for winter 
2012/13. Plus pensioners 
can get a Winter Fuel 
Payment of £100-£300. 
And if your mother gets 
pension credit or other 
eligible benefits you 
could get a £25 payment 
if the temperature where 
you live drops to an 
average of 0°C or lower 
for seven days. 

You might be able to 
get a better deal with a 
new supplier, particularly 
if you have never 


switched before - saving 
you as much as £200 or 
more by shopping 
around, visit an 
accredited switching 
website to compare 
prices. 

Insulating the loft and 
cavity walls of your home 
is a great way to save 
money on your heating 
bills. You could save up 
to £160 per year if you 
do both. Most major 
energy suppliers are also 
offering this free or at a 
reduced price.

That’s nearly three 
weeks of food shopping. 

2. You might be able to save up to £100 if 
you pay your bill by Direct Debit - giving 
you enough money to buy two tickets to a 
football match or a theatre show.

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Chip shop knife 
man walks free 


A MAN who bran¬ 
dished a knife at a 
town centre fish and 
chip shop and 
assaulted three people 
has been spared a 
prison sentence. 

Andrew Dunn, 30, claimed 
to have been carrying the 
weapon for self protection 
after receiving death threats, 
Ipswich Crown Court was 
told. 

Dunn, of Stanton Place, 
Haverhill, pleaded guilty to 
affray, possession of a knife 
in a public place and 
possession of cannabis. 

Prosecuting on Monday, 
Richard Potts said on the 
evening of April 20 Dunn, 
who had been drinking, had 
been out in Haverhill town 
centre with his girlfriend and 
ended up at Benny’s Fish 
and Chip Shop in the High 
Street. 

Someone shouted a 


comment about the youthful 
appearance of Dunn’s 
girlfriend to which he 
reacted angrily, said Mr 
Potts. 

Dunn later told police he 
had been called a 
“paedophile”. 

Outside the fish and chip 
shop Dunn deliberately 
barged into a customer, 
punched another man in the 
face and become involved in 
a struggle with a third man 
who tried to restrain him and 
who suffered a puncture 
wound to his arm. 

Brandishing a serrated 
knife with a six-inch blade, 
Dunn had turned to the 
group of customers and 
passers-by who had gathered 
and said: “I'll stab you”, Mr 
Potts told the court. 

When interviewed, Dunn 
admitted having carried the 
knife. He said: “I've had a lot 
of threats. I’ve always got 
something with me to 


protect myself.” 

He kept the knife up the 
sleeve of his jacket, secured 
in place with a piece of 
elastic, he said. 

In mitigation, Jahad 
Mustafa said threats to 
Dunn’s life appeared real at 
the time but the situation 
had now been resolved. 

Mr Mustafa added: “Mr 
Dunn felt a keen sense of 
humiliation at having been 
mocked in a very derogatory 
way in front of his partner.” 

Judge Peter Fenn said 
Dunn had overreacted and 
added: “Knife crime is 
undoubtedly very serious 
and should be treated as 
such by the courts.” 

He was sentenced to 12 
months’ imprisonment 
suspended for two years, 
placed under Probation 
Service supervision for the 
same period and ordered to 
complete 200 hours’ unpaid 
community work. 


Footbridge to 
be replaced 

A FOOTBRIDGE is being 
replaced to improve 
conditions for walkers 
and cyclists. 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council said the existing 
bridge in Horseshoe 
Lane, Weston Colville, 
was substandard, and 
plans to be on site for a 
week from Monday. 

The £20,000 project will 
also improve the flow of 
water under the bridge to 
reduce the risk of 
flooding. 

People will still be able 
to cross the stream 
using a ford alongside 
the bridge which will be 
drained to allow them 
safe access.

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Donor saved my life — 

now I’m going for gold

A year after receiving a new liver, swimming ace Liam Barnett won four gold medals 
at the British Transplant Games. Next year, he'll represent his country at the World 
Games in South Africa. And he owes it all to someone he never even met. Interview 
by EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM. 


T HIS summer, exactly a 
year after the liver 
transplant that saved 
his life, Liam Barnett 
decided to write to his 
donor’s family It was, he 
says, one of the hardest 
things he’s ever done. 

“The only thing I know 
about the donor is that it 
was a male in his 40s,” says 
Liam. “It took me ages to 
write the letter: how do you 
express your gratitude, in a 
nutshell, for someone’s 
decision to gift you with 
life? 

“I didn’t want to be 
melodramatic about it, but 
if I hadn’t had a transplant I 
would have died. So I 
wanted to explain what I’m 
trying to get out of life, for 
me and for their loved one. 

“They didn’t reply, but I 
didn’t expect them to. I just 
hope it helped them, really.” 

If the donor’s family knew 
what Liam has just 
achieved, there’s no doubt 
they’d be incredibly proud: 
in August, he entered four 
swimming races in the 
British Transplant Games - 
and won four golds. “That 
felt pretty good,” says Liam. 
“And now they want me to 


represent Great Britain at 
the World Transplant 
Games in South Africa next 
year, which is a dream of 
mine - I’m passionate 
about swimming.” 

Growing up in Hemel 
Hempstead, Liam, who’s 25, 
would swim whenever he 
could. He even represented 
the county, excelling at 
freestyle and butterfly But 
at the age of 13, he began to 
have mysterious abdominal 
pains which stopped him 
getting into the pool. 

Tests revealed that Liam 
had a rare liver disease 
called primary sclerosing 
cholangitis: his immune 
system was attacking his 
liver, causing it to scar. But 
Liam took it all in his stride: 
“For a few years it was quite 
simple,” he says. “All I had 
to do was take medicine. I 
was back to normal and 
didn’t have the pains any 
more.” 

At 18, Liam went to 
Bristol University where he 
thrived, even captaining the 
university swimming team. 
But gradually, as his liver 
became more scarred, he 
began to have problems. 
The abdominal pains 


reappeared, and he was 
plagued with colds and 
food poisoning: “My 
nickname, which I had on 
the back of my shirt, was 
‘Sicknote’,” he grins. 

A change of medication 
helped and, after 
graduating, Liam moved to 
Cambridge to work at 
engineering consultants 
Mott MacDonald, and 
joined the City of 
Cambridge Swimming 
Club. All was going well 
until one night in March 
2011, when he decided to 
compete for his old club in 
Hemel Hempstead. 

“I didn’t do particularly 
well that evening, I got a lot 
of cramp in my legs. Then 
the next morning I woke up 
with the worst pain I’ve ever 
had in my life. 

“You know how you 
scrape out the insides of a 
pumpkin with a spoon? It 
felt like that: it felt like 
someone was pulping me 
from the inside out. I 
couldn’t get out of bed, so I 
had to call my dad on my 
mobile to get him to come 
to my room.” 

Liam was rushed to 
hospital in the grips of a 


ferocious fever: “I was a bit 
delirious, but I just 
remember thinMng 'oh, this 
isn’t good’.” 

It transpired he had 
spontaneous bacterial 
peritonitis - a very nasty 
infection: “My liver was 
starting to fail, and it was 
leaking fluid into my 
abdominal cavity,” he 
explains. 

“They said that 50 per 
cent of people who’ve had it 
die within two years, and I 
just thought ‘oh well, I’ll be 
one of the other 50 per cent 
then.” 

But Liam’s optimism 
couldn’t hide the fact that 
he needed a liver transplant 
- and soon. “Doctors had 
always said I’d need a 
transplant at some point, 
but I thought it was way off, 
maybe when I was in my 
40s. But now they said I 
should start taking it a bit 
more seriously.” 

Within a week of leaving 
hospital, Liam was back at 
work. All seemed fine until 
a month later, when 
another attack of peritonitis 
put him in Addenbrooke’s 
for a week. Again he 
recovered quickly “But then

after about three weeks, I 
felt really lousy. 

“I lay in bed all weekend, 
and went to the doctor on 
Monday morning. She said 
how long have you been 
jaundiced, then?’ And I was 
like ‘what?’ I was quite 
shocked. She said ‘go and 
look in my mirror’, and I 
was all yellow, like a 
Simpson.” 

The jaundice was yet 
another sign that Liam’s 
liver was failing: “It was 
quite haunting, actually, to 
see that even the whites of 
my eyes were yellow She 
said ‘we need to call 
Addenbrooke’s right 
away’.” 

Liam spent the next 
month in hospital, 
knowing he needed a 
transplant urgently. “It’s a 
strange feeling. I found 
myself just wishing to get it 
done with, but then I 
realised I was essentially 
wishing for an accident to 
happen to someone - and 
felt sick at myself for 
thinking such a thing. It 
was a bit of a head spin.” 

He eventually went 
home, but a third bout of 
peritonitis saw him back in 
Addenbrooke’s yet again: 
“and they found that I was 
starting to become tolerant 
to the antibiotics, so it was 
starting to get quite 
dangerous.” 

But, he says, he never 
considered that he might 
die. “Not at all. I thought 
everything would work 
out.” 

Liam went to his 
parents’ house to 
recuperate, then one night 
in the summer of 2011, the 
fateful phone call came: a 
donor organ had been 
found. 

Feeling “a mixture of 
excitement and fear”, Liam 
was driven to 
Addenbrooke’s by his 
mum: “then eventually my 
dad and my brothers, Josh 
and Curtis, came up, so I 
had all my family around 
my bed. 

“I remember joking 
around with the surgeon, 
saying can you give me a 
nice six-pack scar instead 
of an L?” But the mood 
changed when they came 
to take him away. 

“That was quite hard: 
my brothers and my dad 
started crying, and it was 
quite difficult to see them 
all upset. 


“My parents came down 
to theatre with me, and I 
said I didn’t want them to 
be there when I got put 
out: I wanted them to see 
me going into the room 
awake. I had to forcefully 
hold back the tears, 
because I wanted to seem 
strong.” 

The six-hour transplant 
operation was deemed a 
success, but the following 
day Liam took a turn for 
the worse: during the 
surgery, a main vein had 
been severed: “and my liver 
was sitting in about a litre 
of blood. 

“It was pretty daunting 
because my family had 
gone home, then suddenly 
all these doctors came in 
and said ‘we’re going to 
have to take you back into 
surgery.’ I said to the 
surgeon ‘it will be all right, 
won’t it? And he said ‘well, 
we’ll see’. 

“That was a bit 
frightening. Obviously my 
parents weren’t going to be 
back in time, so I said to 
the nurse who was looking 
after me: ‘Can I have a 
hug?’ I thought it might 
have been the last time I 
hugged anybody.” 

Surgeons repaired the 
damage, but unfortunately 
Liam had yet another 
internal bleed 10 days later 
- on his 24th birthday “It 
was the third time I’d been 
opened in a few days. I said 
‘you might as well put a zip 
on this thing’.” 

Ever the optimist, Liam 
put all his efforts into his 
recovery “I’d make little 
goals: to begin with it was 
just washing myself, then 
I’d try to go for little walks, 
but just going downstairs 
to the foyer was a major 
challenge.” 

Even sitting was difficult: 
he’d dropped from around 
12st 91bs to just over 9st: 
“and I had such a bony 
bum that I had to carry a 
pillow around to sit down!” 

When Liam was finally 
discharged, he spent six 
months recuperating at his 
parents’ home: “and I 
haven’t looked back since. 
The recovery went really 
well, and I’m so grateful to 
my parents and my 
brothers. I don’t think I’d 
have been able to get 
through it so well without 
them.” 

By January this year 
Liam was back at work - 


and back in the pool: he 
started training properly in 
May, and by August felt 
well enough to enter the 
British Transplant Games 
in Kent. 

To say he excelled is 
putting it mildly: “I entered 
four events, the 50m 
freestyle, 50m backstroke, 
50m butterfly and 100m 
freestyle - and I won them 
all,” he smiles. 

“They have transplant 
world records and, 
although my times don’t 
count officially, as it wasn’t 
a World Games, I beat three 
of them, and I was very 
close on the fourth. I’m a 
bit gutted I didn’t get them 
all, to be honest!” 

But it wasn’t just beating 
the times or winning the 
‘Best New Adult 
Transplanted trophy that 
buoyed Liam: it was 
meeting others who’d been 
through something similar. 
“It was so good to talk 
about it,” he says. “The 
Games are a real 
celebration of life: 
everyone’s so upbeat, and 
there for one another.” 

Next summer, Liam will 
represent Great Britain in 
the World Transplant 
Games in South Africa, this 
time entering seven events: 
“So my aim is to get seven 
golds! It’s a real focus for 
me, and I think about it 
every day 

“With transplants, there 
is every chance that organs 
can fail at any point, as the 
body is naturally trying to 
reject the organ. So all I can 
do is live as well as I can. 

“I’ve always been quite a 
chilled out person, and 
don’t feel sorry for myself, 
but I have thought ‘wow, I 
nearly died last year: I 
better start doing all the 
things I want to do’. And 
what I want to do is the 
World Transplant Games.” 

Not surprisingly, then, 
Liam is in the pool as often 
as he can be, with his scar 
on full view - and he 
doesn’t feel in the least self- 
conscious: “People do 
stare, but I’m proud of it,” 
he says. 

“It represents not only 
what my family and I have 
been through, but all the 
hard work of everyone who 
was involved in my 
transplant. 

“For me, it’s a symbol of 
all the people who gave me 
the gift of life.”

Life's still 


I T’S not the most obvious subject 
matter for a comedy, but 
Penelope Keith’s latest play is all 
about grief. 

She plays June Pepper, the wife of a 
tabloid newspaper editor who has just died. 
Adapted from the best-selling novel of the 
same name, Good Grief charts her journey 
through the stages of the grieving process, as 
she learns there is far more to life than death. 

“Bereavement is one of the last subjects 
that we can’t seem to discuss,” says Keith, 
with her trademark frankness. “People just 
don’t talk about it until it happens to them. 

“The piece is written by Keith Waterhouse 
and he is the sort of person who says what 
other people just think. I think the person 
who is most like him today is Rod Liddle 
who writes in The TimesT 

Despite its heavy subject matter, Keith 
believes that people will come away from the 
play with both a smile on their faces and with 
something to think about. “There are some 
great lines and it is a joy to work with,” she 
explains, “but there is also plenty of 
substance, plenty of wry humour and many 
poignant moments. 

“It looks at marriage, widowhood and 
bereavement. My character is asked to keep a 
journal of her grief by her husband before he 
dies and it is not an easy task.” 

As usual, Keith has undertaken plenty of 
research for her role, explaining: “We’ve had 
a talk from a former newspaper editor who 
worked in Fleet Street as it was and also 
visited St Bride’s Church in London. And 
before we actually started to rehearse, we 
talked about the play and what it meant to 
us.” 

Despite being on stage for almost the 
entire show, Keith hasn’t found it hard to 
learn all her lines. “You have to be

persistent,” she says. “You have to put the 
work in but I firmly believe that you have a 
learning muscle that, if you use, keeps 
working well.” 

The actress is also helped by having 
played the role once before, a decade ago, 
when Waterhouse was still alive. This return 
to her old role is a change from her previous 
two plays, both Restoration dramas 
(including The Rivals , together with former 
co-star Peter Bowles). Before that, she was at 
the Arts Theatre, also as a widow, in 
Entertaining Angels. 

If she sounds busy, it’s because she is. Still 
the actress declares she loves life on the road, 
and certainly makes the most of getting out 
and about. 

“It’s wonderful to see new places, 
especially places that you might not normally 
see. This tour is just the right length, we 
finish on November 17, so then I can get all 
ready for Christmas.” 

Away from work, you’ll most likely find 
Keith in her garden. Based in Surrey with her 
husband Rodney, she has been a passionate 
gardener for years. She has even presented a 
gardening programme for television, such is 
her knowledge and enthusiasm. 

Post-Christmas, however, the actress isn’t 
sure what the future holds work-wise. But 
that’s fine by her. “That is the joy of it,” she 
says. “You are never too sure. Musicians are 
booked out for months ahead but actors don’t 





really know. You just hope that something 
interesting will turn up.” 

Saying that wh il e she isn’t gunning for 
anything in particular, it’s likely to be another 
play: “There isn’t a lot of television work for 
us women who have been around for a long 
time. I know you hear that a lot, but most of 
my generation were trained for the stage so 
that is where we tend to work.” 

Unlike many of her peers who tire of 
talking about their past glories, Keith, now 
72, is happy to reminisce about her starring 
television roles like the hugely popular The 
Good Life and To The Manor Born. Both saw 
Keith play strong (and terribly well-spoken, 
of course) women, including Margot in The 
Good Life with Felicity Kendal, Richard 
Briers and Paul Eddington, and Audrey 
fforbes-Hamilton in To The Manor Bom, 
which teamed her with the suave Peter 
Bowles. 

Both shows have stood the test of time, 
being shown around the world and still loved 
by millions of viewers. 

“They were wonderful parts and I look 
back with great affection,” says Keith, 
adding that she still sees many of the ‘old 
gang’. 

“I speak to them on the phone and we 
meet up, and yes, they are still working 
which is great.” 

As well being the obvious choice to host 
the recent restoration series To The Manor 
Reborn, Keith also reprised her role as 
fforbes-Hamilton for a special anniversary 
edition in 2007 which saw Richard and 
Audrey celebrating their silver wedding 
anniversary. Proof, perhaps, that the things 
we love really do live on.

Giving the birds a 
boost of berries 


G ardeners 

should be 
continuing to refill 
their bird-feeders and 
baths during the cooler 
months, when the birds 
really need them, but it’s 
worth looking at some 
berried treasures to plant 
in borders as well. 

Indeed, with some plants, such 
as pernettya and snowberry, the 
berries are the main attraction as 
their flowers are small and 
insignificant. 

Don’t just think of red when 
you consider adding a shrub with 
berries to your garden. Their 
colours range from white to black 
and most colours in between. As 
they contain the reproductive part 
of the plant, berries are perfect 
for increasing your stock of 
plants. 

The birds have a habit of 
helping with propagation, by 
spreading seeds all over the 
garden. And there are quite a few 
trees which will provide them 
with food throughout the autumn

and winter months. 

The rowan tree, mountain ash 
and whitebeam, which all belong 
to the genus Sorbus, carry 
abundant crops of berries from 
autumn onwards and provide 
some fantastic autumn leaf 
colour as well. 

The golden-berried rowan, 
Sorbus ‘Joseph Rock’, provides 
both colour for gardeners and 
food for blackbirds with its 
abundant berry crop. 

For the best of both worlds, 
plant a Sorbus sargentiana, which 
has pinnate leaves which turn 
brilliant red in autumn, large 
sticky red buds in winter and 
huge clusters of white flowers, 
followed by bright red berries for 
the birds. 


Another good garden stalwart 
that provides masses of fruit is 
the herringbone cotoneaster, with 
its dense tapestry of branches and 
small, glossy leaves also 
providing good nesting sites for 
small birds and homes to many of 
the insects on which they feed. 

It’s a compact, deciduous 
species bearing pinkish white 
flowers followed by bright red 
berries and reaches a maximum 
height of around 1.5m (5ft) and is 
particularly suitable for training 
against a sunny wall. 

If you prefer orange berries, go 
for the semi-evergreen C. 
simonsii, which grows a little 
taller and produces a new set of 
leaves in mid-autumn which may 
last until spring. 

Of course, no berry-rich 
garden should be without at least 
two varieties of holly, as they 
need a male and a female to 
pollinate. An abundant crop of 
scarlet or yellow autumn berries 
should appear as long as a male 
form of holly is planted near to 
every three to five female plants. 

Often persisting through most 
of the winter, the fruits provide 


vital cold-weather food for many 
types of songbird, while 
deciduous forms with persistent 
bright red fruits include 
‘Sparkleberry’ and Ilex 
verticillata ‘Winter Red’, with its 
dark green, toothed foliage. 

Birds aren’t interested in all 
berries, which is just as well, 
because if you only plant their 
favourites, you may have little 
colour left by Christmas. 

So plant some specimens 
which the birds will leave alone, 
such as Skimmia, Aucuba and the 
guelder rose (Viburnum opulus), 
which tend to be their least 
favourites. Ivy berries are 
extremely valuable to birds, while 
crab apples are also appreciated. 

When considering your food 
supply for the birds, remember 
that fruiting wall shrubs 
including pyracantha and 
flowering quince will need to be 
pruned after flowering each year 
to keep them close to the wall. 

You may lose a few young 
berries, but the rest will ripen 
better and the shrub will look 
neater if it doesn’t outgrow its 
space.
